longer forbeare,bur muſt needs find ſome place of refuge, aſ- 
well toprovide water-wood:and other neceflaries,as to com- 
fortour menzthus worn and tyred out,by ſo many and ſolong

of his coming was for no other caulezbut by way of exchang 
totraffique with them tor luch things as we needed,andthey

From 6uat«lcowe departed the-day followings viz. April. 
I 6.{ctting our courſe dire&tly into the ſea:whereupon we ſail- 
ed 500,leagues in longitude to get awind : and between thar 
and Juxe 3.1400,leagues in all,till we came into 42. deg. of 
North latitude, where in the night following, we found fuch 
altcration of heat, into extreame and nipping cold, that our 
men. in generall did grievouſly complaine thereof 3 ſome of 
them teeling their healths' much impaired thereby, neither 
was it:that this chanced in the-night alones: but the-day fol- 


- lowing carried with itznot only the marks, butrhe ſtings and 


force of the night going before: to thegreat admiration of us 
allfor beſides that the pinchingand biting aire, was nothing 
altered; the very ropes of. our ſhip were ſtiffe, and:the-raine 
which fell-was an unnarurall and frozen ſubRance, ſo.that we 
ſeemed rather to.be in the frozen Zonezthen any way fo neer 
unto rhe ſunzor theſe hotter climates. . 

Neither did this happen forthe time only, or by ſome ſud- 
denaccident, butrather ſeems indeedzto proceed trom-ſome 
ordinary cauſeagainſt the which the heate of the ſun grevails 
not>for 1t caine to that extremityzin ſailing but 2 .deg.farther . 
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good ftomacks,yet it ſeemed a queſtion to many amongſt us, 1578. 
whether their hands ſhould feed their mouths,or rather keep 
themſelves within their coverts, from the pinching cold ghat 
did benum them, Neither could we impute it to the tender- 
nefle of our bodiesthough we camelatcly from the extremity 
of heatezby reaſon whereof we mightbe more ſenſible of the 
preſent cold:inſornnch as the dead and ſenleffe creatures,were 
as-well affe&ted with iras our (clves, oug meat as ſoon as it 
was removed from the fire-would preſently.in 8 manner be. 
frozen up3 and our ropes and tackling) in few 'dayes were 
grown to that ftifneſſe,that whatthree men before wereable 
with them to performnow fix men with their beſt ſtrengths 
and uttermoſt endeavours were hardly able. to accompliſh: 
whereby.a ſudden and great diſcouragement ſeaſed upon the 
minds of our men:and they were poſſeſſed with a great mil- 
like,and doubring of any goodto be done that wayzyet would 
not our generall be diſcouraged but as well by comfortable 
ſpecches of the divine providence, and of Gods loving carc 
over h s children out of the ſcriptures 3 as alſo by other good . 4 
and profitable perſwaſions,adding thereto his own cheerſull ** * 
examplezhe ſo ſtirred them up>to pu on a good courage and 
ro quit themſelves like menxto endure ſome ſhort extremity, 
to have the ſpeedier comfortand a little trouble, to obta.n the | 
greater gloryz that every man was as throughly armed with ..- 
willingneſſe,and reſolved to ſee the uttermoſtzif it were poſ- 
ſible;of what good was to be done that way, _ 
The land in that part of America, bearing farther out into 
the weſtzthen we before imagined,we were necrer on it then 
we were awarc3 and yet the necrer ſtill we came unto it the 
more extremity of cold did ſeaſe uponus.

notwithſtanding it was in the height of Summerand ſo neere 
the Sun 3 yet were we continually vifited with like nipping 
coldsas we had felt before:inſomuch that if violent exerciſes 
of our bodies and bufie imployment about our neceſſary la« 
borshad not ſomtimes compeld us te the contrary,we could 
very well have been contented to have kept about us ſtill our 
wintcrclothes yea ( had our neceffiries ſuffered us) to have 
kept our beds 3. neither could we at any time in whole foure- 
teen dayes togethersfind the aire fo cleareas to beable to take 
the height of Sun orſtar. 
And here having fo fit occaſion» (notwithſtanding it may 
ſeem to be beſides the purpoſe of writing the hiſtory of this 
' our voyage)we will a little more diligently inquire into the 
cauſes of the continuance of the extream cold in theſeparts:as 
alſo into the probabilities orunlikelihoods of a paflage to be 
found that way. Neither was it(as hath formerly been touch- 
q | | ed) 
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_ ed)the tetidertieſs of 'onr bodies, coming ſo: lately outoftite 1; 79, 
heat;whereby the pores were opened; that madeusſoſentible 
of the colds weherefelt:in this reſpeCtzas in many others-we 
found our God a provident Father,and carctul phyfitiauto us. 
We lacked no outward'helps nor inward comtorts4to reſtore 
& Fortific naturehad it been decayed or weakned in us 3 nei- 
ther was there wanting to us thegreat experience of our Ge- 
nerall-who had often humlelt proved the Force of the barning 
zone3whoſe advice alwayes prevailed much to the preſerving 
of a moderate temper in our conſtitutions: ſo that even atter 
our departurefrom the heat;we alwaies found our bodies not 
as ſponges» but ſtrong & hardned>more able to beare out cold 
though we cam out of exceſs of heat;then a number of cham-. 
ber companionscould have been»who lie on their Featherbeds 
till they go to {ea,or rather whofe teeth ina temperate airedo 
beat in their heads ata cup of cold Sack and ſugar by the fire, 

And that is was not our tendernesbut the very extremity of 
the cold it felf;that cauſed this-ſenfibleneſs inus, may the ra- 
ther appear inthat the naturall inhabitants of the place(with 
whom we had for along ſ{caſon familiar entercourlez as is .to 
be related)who had never been acquainted with ſuch heat3to 
whom the country-airc, & climate was proper3 & in whom 
cuſtomeof cold was as it were a ſecond nature : yet uſed to 
come ſhivering toms in their warm furs,crowding cloſe toge- 
ther body to bodyzto receive heot one of another 3-and ſhelt- 
ing themſelves under a lee bank if it were poſſiblezand asof- 
tcnas they could) labouring to ſhroud themſelves under.our 
garments alſ{ozto keep them warm, Beſides how unhandſome . 
& deformed appeared the. face of the Earth itfelf! ſhewing 
trees without leaves, and the ground without ercennefs'm 
thoſe moneths of 74ze az Faly, The poore birds and toutes 
not daring (as we had great expericnceto ovbſ{crve it) norida- 
ring fo much as once toariſe from theirneſtatter the firſtegsy 
layed>till it with all the reſt be hatchedzand brought to ſome 
ſtrength of naturc;adble to help ir felt, Only this recom 4 gc 
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hathnature afforded them, that the heat of their own bodies 
being exceeding ereatait perteCeth the creature, with greater 


| expeditionand in ſhorter time then is tobe found in many o- 


ther places. As for the caulcsof this extremity they ſeem not 
to be ſo deeply hidden, but that -they may at leaſt in part be 
eueſſed at:the chicteſt,.of which we conceive to be the large 
ſpreading of the 4ſian ana American continent,which(fome- 
what northward of theſe parts)if they be-not fully joyneds 
yet ſeemthey to come very neer one to theother, From whoſe 
highand ſnow-covered mountains, the north and northweſt 
wuids(the conſtant viſitants of thoſe coafts)fendabroad heir 
frozen nimphszto the infeting of the whole aire with this in- 
ſufferable ſharpnes:not permitting the Sun»no net in the pride 
of his heatzto diflolve that congealed matter and ſnow,which 
they have breathed out ſo nigh the Sun-and fo .many degrees 
diſtant from themſelves. And that the north and. north-weſt 
winds are here conſtant in J«ze and July,as the north wind a- 
loneisin Auguſt and September; we not only found it by our 
own experiencebut were fully confirm'd in the opinion there 
of,by the continued obſervations of the Spaxtards, Hence 
comes the generall ſqualidneſs and barranneſs of the country; 


| hence comes it>that in the midſt of their ſummer; the ſnow 


hardly departeth even from their very doorsbur is never ta- 


kenaway trom their hilsar all;hence comes thoſe thick miſts 


and molt ſtinking foggs-which increaſe ſo much the moregby 


| bow muchhigher the pole is raiſed: wherein a blind pilot is 


as gcod as the beſt direor ofa courſe. For the Sun ſtriving to 
perform his naturall officezin elevating the vapors out of theſe 
inferiour bodies3 draweth neceſſarily abundance of moiſture 
eur of rhe ſca:but the nipping cold (trom the former cauſes) 
mecting & oppoſing the Suns indeavor,foxces him to give 0- 
vcr his work .imperte& : and inſtead of higher elevation»to 
leaveinthe loweſt region, wandring vpon the face of the 
carth and watersas it were a ſecond ſca: through which irs 


own beams cannot poſſibly pierce, unlefſe fometimes when 
| the 
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the ſuddainviolence of the winds doth help to ſcatter and 1979, 7} 


breake through itz which thing happeneth very ſeldome, and 
when it happeneth,is of no continuance, Some of our mar- 
rincrs in this voyage had formerly been at Wardhouſezin 7 2 
deg.of north lar,who yet aſfirmed;that-they felt no ſuch nip- 
ing cold there in the end of ſummer, when they departes. 
thencezas they did hcre in thoſe hotteſt moneths ot June and 


Zuly. And allo from theſe reaſons we conjectures thar cither. 


there is no paſlage atallthrough theſe northera coaſts(which 
is moſt likely)or it there bezthat yer it is unnavigable. Adde 
hereunto rhat though we ſearched the coaſt diligently, even 
unto the 48..deg. yet found we not the land to trend ſo much 
as one point in any place towards the Eaſt,but rather running 
on continually-northweltaas if it went dire&ly ro meet with 
Aſa: and even in that. height when we had a franke wind to 


have.carried us througbzhad there been a paſlage, yet we had + 


a ſmooth and calm ſcawith ordinary flowing and reflowing, 
which could not have been;had there been a Frete : of which 
werather infallibly concluded then conjectured; that there 
was none, But to return, 

The next day after our coming to anchor in the aforeſaid har- 
borzthe people of the country thewed themſelves; ſending off

manner-and ſothe third time:when he brought with him(as a + 


preſent from the reſt)a bunch of Feathers,much like the Fea- 
thers of a black crowyvery.neatly and artificially gathered upon

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clean & finely cut,and bearing ln length an equal proportion 
one withanothers a ſpeciall cognizance(as we afterwards ob-

ruſhesand filled with an herb which they called 744ah.Both

[he 3 .day followingv7z.the 2 1,our ſhip havingreceived a 
leake at ſea, wes brought to anchor neer the ſhoar, that her 
g00ds being landed; ſhe might be repaired : but for that we 
were to prevent uy danger that might chance againft our 
fafery-our gencrall firſtof all landed his men»with all necefla- 
Typroviſion to build tents and make a fort for the defence of 
our ſelves and goods:and that we might under the ſhelter of 
itwith moreſatety(whatever ſhould befall, end our buſineſs; 
which when the people of the country perceived us doing) as 
men ſet on fire to warzindefence of their countryzin great haſt 
and companies, with ſuch weapons as they had they came 
down unto usz yet with no hoſtile meaning) or intent ro-hnrt 
us : ſtanding when they drew neere,as men raviſhed in their 
mindeswith the fight of ſuch things as they never had ſeep; 
or heard off before that time : their errand being rather with 
ſubmiſſion-and feare to worſhip us as gods,then to have. any 
war withus as with mortal men, Vhiehthing as it did part- 
ly ſhew'it ſelfat that inſtant, ſo.did it more and more mani-
